, _ Abstrac ts of Instructional Materials in Vocational and T echnical Education 
(AIM) and Abstracts of Research and Related Materials Tn Vocational and Technical 
Educ a.tion (ARM) announce the availability of documents acquired and processed by " 
the ERIC Clearinghouse on Vocational and Technical Education. AIM includes abstracts 
of materials typically designed for teacher use or student use in the classroom, 
and annotations of bibliographies or lists of instructional materials, it will be 
of particular interest to teachers, curriculum specialists, supervisors and 
administrators involved in the use of instructional materials in the teaching- 
learning setting, or in curriculum development. ARM incorporates abstracts of 
research and other materials which are useful to a wide audience of users such as 
researchers, supervisors, teacher educators, education specialists, administrators, 
teachers and others who have an interest in vocational and technical education. 

These publications prepared by the ERIC Clearinghouse on Vocational and Technical 
Education are published quarterly beginning with the Fall 1967 issue. 



The ERIC Clearin^ouse on Vocational and Technical Education is a division of 
the Center tor Research and Leadership Development in Vocational and Technical Edu- 
cation located at The Ohio State University and is one of the clearinghouses of the 
Educational Resources Information Center (ERIC-USOE). With the growth of vocational 
and technical education programs, there is an increasing need for accessible infor- 
maticn that can be used in developing logical chains of reasoning for research acti- 
vities, for improving school practices and for shortening the theory-practice gap. 
ais Cle^in^ouse is striving to provide a useful and vital function in dissemina- 
tion of information on vocational and technical education. AIM and ARM give visi- 
bility to a document-»based information system which constitutes an on-going data 
bank of res earch and resource materials in vocational and technical educatioiu — 
Following are some of the benefits derived from this data base: 



*A central source of information to be reviewed and synthesized into state-of- 
the-art papers, critical reviews, interpretive papers, etc. 

*A resource which includes different kinds of materials, e.g., instructional 
materials, descriptive reports, survey reports, dissertations, conference 
proceedings, program plans or procedures, research reports. 

*Rrovisions for availability of primary source materials through the ERIC Docu- 
ment Reproduction Service (EDRS) and/or other distribution agencies. 

*A source of bibliographies and a resource for development of bibliographies. 

*A source of materials for different user groups (l.e., administrators, super- 
visors, teacher educators, teachers, legislative and advisory bodies) with 
information needs in such diverse etreas as teaching and learning, manpower 
needs and requirements, research design and methodology, evaluation. 

Since this Clearinghouse is a component of a larger information system, ERIC, 
it is logical that certain similarities among publications exist. In this regard 



the format of AIM and A3M is similar to that of Research in Education (RIE) • the 
primary publication of the Educational Resources Information Center (ERIC). RIE 
includes abstracts from all ERIC Clearinghouses . The abstracts of materials reported 
in AIM and ARM relate specifically to the educational field of vocational and 
technical education and constitute a segment of ERIC, the national information system 
for American education. 

In addition to the two quarterly publications. Abstracts of Instructional 
Materials in Vocational and Technical Education (AIM), and Abstracts of Research 
and Related Materials in Vocational and Technical Education (ARM), other publications 
will be issued from time to time. These will typically concern themselves with 
reviewing and synthesizing information in specific areas of vocational and 
technical education, e.g. , Review and Synthesis of Research in Technical Education; 
Agricultural Education; Home Economics} etc., and with reviewing and synthesizing 
information related to topical areas such as the economics of vocational and 
technical education. 

Wve are indebted to our colleagues within the profession for their cooperation 
in forwarding materials to the clearinghouse and for their suggestions and comments 
which have materially assisted in the development of this program. We anticipate 
further refinement and improved procedures with the continued assistance of our 
advisory committee.

Organization of the Annual Index 



This annual index to the materials previously announced in Abstracts of 
Inst ructional Materials in Vocational and Technical Education (AIM) and Abstracts 
i^ lResearch and Related Material's in Vocational and Technical Education (ARM)' 
covers the issues Fall 1968, Winter 1966,' Spring 1969 > Summer I969. Indexes appear 
in the following order: 

Subject and Identifier Index 
Personal and Institutional Author Index 
Vocational and Supporting Ser^/ices Index 
VT Nxanber, Issue, and Page Number Index 
Conversion of Document Number Index 

The organization of this publication will enable the user to search for 
materials by author, by subject, or by service area. Under each author, each 
subject, or each service area, document numbers of the abstracts published in the 
1968-69 AIM and ARM are grouped by year of publication of the document. Thus 
materials published during the current year and previous years can easily be 
identified. 



The first column under the author index, subject index, or service area 
index is the year of publication. Following this are the VT numbers of the docu- 
ments published during that year, arranged in ascending numerical order. Those 
documents without a date will be listed under nd. The usual VT symbol and initial 
two digits, 00, are not used in the cumulative index in order to avoid repetition 
and to m^e the number itself easily read. For example, the number VT 001 08I has 
been reduced to IO8I.

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Use of the Annual Index 



The 1968-69 issue is the first AIM-ABM Annual Index-fco be computer- generated. 

In this initial effort, unforeseen production problems have resulted in some 
inconsistencies in punctuation, spelling, and abbreviations causing variants of 
index terms among authors and subjects. For example, because of the 
punctuation after the surname. Hemp. Paul E. and Hemp, Paul E« , this author is 
listed twice instead of once. Spelling used has resulted in the following two entries 
for the subject index term. Project Training Method and Project Training Methods. 

Since these variants consistently appear together, it will not be difficult to use 
the index. It is anticipated that further efforts will eliminate these inconsistencies. 

The Subject Index, Author Index, and the Vocational and Supporting Services 
Index supply only the year of publication of a document and the VT number of the 
abstract of this document; therefore, the following steps will need to be taken in 
using these indexes. 



A. Subject Index 



1 . In order to make the most efficient use of the Subject Index , 

it is important to utilize the coordinate concept in structuring 
a search. 

2 . Formulate and write out question or statement about the problem 
for which information is needed. Underline the key words 
representing the major concepts of the problem. 

EXAMPLE: What effect will automation have on employment ? 

3 « Examine the listin^j found in the Subject Index under the 
terms automation and employment . Whenever the same VT number 
appears under both terms, make a notation of the number. In 
example below, the numbers have been circled.

4. It has now been determined that three reports; namely, VT 865, 

VT 3499, VT 5622, are concerned with both the concept of auto- 
mation and the concept of employment. The user does not have to 
examine all reports listed under automation or employment. The 
search has been narrowed to three reports by using the coordinate 
concept.

The VT Number, Issue and Page Number Index contains a sequential listing of 
VT numbers. On the same line with each VT number is the i^sue of AIM or ARM by 
date of issue and the page number of that volume in which the resume can be 
found. The letter "A” before the issue signifies AIM. Citations without the letter 
"A" refer to the publication ARM.

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Availability of Materials Reported in AIM and ARM 



A basic concept of the ERIC system is to make known the availability of the 
full text of materials abstracted. Most of the materials processed into the ERIC 
system with an ERIC Document (ED) number will be available from the ERIC Document 
Reproduction Service (EDRS) in the form of microfiche or facsimile copy. There is 
an EDRS availability line with each abstract which indicates if a document may be 
obtained from EDRS. If a document is not available from EDRS, the agency and address 
from which the document may be obtained is in the resume. Microfiche or facsimile 
copy must be ordered by ED (ERIC Document) number since EDRS is not set up to respond 
to requests for materials by subject, author, or title. AIM and ARM indexes can be 
used to determine ED numbers which relate to problem areas. Always check the most 
current issue of RIE foy^ the latest price schedules and ordering i>rocedure for micro- 
fiche (MF) and facsimile copy, called hard copy (HC). 

Materials with ED numbers are announced in Research in Education (rie) as well 
as AIM or ARM. These are available as individual documents through ED^ or another 
source. Documents with VT numbers only are not announced in RIE but are included in 
AIM and ARM. They are not available as individual documents from EDRS but as part 
of a VT-ERTC set. Microfiche for an individual document in one of these sets is 
obtainable only through purchase of the set or from agencies that have this set and 
have the capability of reproducing microfiche. Reports in these sets are identified 
in the resume by the phrase MF AVAILABLE IN VT-ERIC SET. The docianents are grouped 
in VT number sequence in the microfiche set for each issue of AIM or ARM. Each set 
is announced in RIE under a single (ED) number. The Fall 1967 - Summer 1968 Micro- 
fiche Collections contain documents with VT numbers only and ED documents. Beginning 
with Fall 1968, the microfiche set contains the documents which have only VT maabers. 
Thus the microfiche collection for a particu2.ar issue of AIM or ARM now contains 
the items in that issue of AIM or ARM which have the statement MF AVAILABLE IN 
VT-ERIC SET, in the resume. These sets may be ordered from EDRS. Information to 
be used in ordering the sets for AIM and ARM follows :

Scope of the Clearin^ouse 



The Clearinghouse on Vocational and Technical Education is responsible for 
acquiring, processing, and disseminating throu^ the ERIC system, research reports, 
instructional materials, information analysis products and other resource materials 
related to vocational and technical education. In addition to this general area, 
coverage includes the specific occupational fields of agricultural education, 
business and office occupations education, distributive education, health occupations 
education, home economics education, technical education, trade and industrial 
education, and new sub-professional fields. The clearinghouse scope also encom- 
passes the related fields of industrial arts education, manpower economics, occu- 
pational psychology, and occupational sociology. The following subject categories 
when specifically oriented to vocational-technical education and its related fields 
are included in the scope of the clear in^iouse: administration and supervision, 
curriculum, employment and occupations, evaluation and measurements, facilities and 
equipment, historical studies, individuals with special needs, instructional materials 
and devices, philosophy and objectives, research design and development, occupa- 
tional guidance and other student personnel services, students, teachers, teacher 
education, teaching and learning.
